Information on agricultural economics, including facts on production, 
marketing, and consumption, consists principally of statistics of two kinds: 


1. Statistical records containing figures representing the 
several phases of the agricultural industry gathered by the Census, 
the Crop and Livestock Estimating Service, the Market News Service, 
and special surveys of many types. 

e, Analytical and explanatory statements, reports, or reviews, 
which are designed to explain the changes that have occurred and the 
various factors that have caused these changes, 


The volume and variety of agricultural statistics are so extensive that 
the agricultural student is at a loss to know how to use the information until 
the material is organized into some systematic course of presentation. This 
is the task of the teacher. In order to assist teachers in presenting to 
students the materials regarding agricultural economics, the following lists 
have been prepared covering only those publications of importance to the beginne 


The best approach is through the study of a single comaodity. When 
the types of information relating to one farm product have been traced through 
the various forms of publication, the student can taxe up other commodities 
and gradually become acquainted with the sources and character of economic in- 
formation, Taking wheat as an example: the facts on wheat production in the 
world and in the United States over a period of years can be found in the 
statistical section of the Yearboox of the Department of Agriculture. The pro- 
duction of the United States for the current year is issued in the December 
number of the statistical monthly "Crops and Markets" by States and »rincipal 
types of wheat. The price of wheat in past years is recorded in the Yearbook; 
monthly farm prices are published in "Crops and Markets"; week-to-week 
summaries appear in the Weekly Grain Market Review issued by the Market News 
service, The changes in world production, movement, and orice of wheat are 
summarized in the Foreign Service releases called "Foreign News on Wheat", 
which are issued monthly. The changes in the United States wheat marxet are 
traced in detail in the Quarterly Grain Marzet Review. An annual survey of 
the prospects for wheat growers is found in the annual Outloox Report. 


The commodity aporoach is the quickest and easiest way for the teacher 
and establishes the most vital contact with the interest of the student, since 
most students come from agricultural sections in which there are certain out- 
standing farm products. A student who tekes up the study of production and 
marketing of a crop that is important in his home coummanity, can su dplement 
the information he gets from the statistics by local experience. He soon 
discovers that statistics are not merely a slags of dull figures, but constitute 
a body of closely condensed and organized inforzation which Zzives a picture 
of economic conditions. Necessary facts, conditions and changes are too 


numerous to comprehend without the devices of tables, charts of curves, index 
numbers, etc,

PRINTED PERIODICALS 


The Agricultural Si Situation - This is a cendeused economic summary pre- 
pared monthly to provide the busy agricultural worser with the highlights of 
changes in agriculture. It contains a record of the general price changes of 
the past month, articles discussing changes with the principal farm products, 
and frequent discussions of the world-wide situation. A file of this publica- 
tion provides a good general review of the year's changes. 


Crops and Markets - This is the monthly statistical publication of the 
department containing crop reports, market reports, prices, and other informa-— 
tion as gathered regularly by various divisions of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. It. is the principal.statisticai journal on agriculture. It con- 
tains the sumiary of the monthly price situation which is- the most complete 
record of orice changes of farm products issued by the bureau. [t carries 
a page of charts of the price changes of principal farm products covering a 
period of five years. A file of Crops and Markets for a year is the best 
single reference volune of agriculture. 


AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK REPORTS 


The annual agricultural outlook report is prepared in January just 
as early as the final reports on the orevious year's farm operations become 
available. This report is prepared at a conference of the various commodity 
specialists of the bureau, assisted by specialists from other bureaus in the 
Department of Agriculture, and economists and extension workers from various 
States. This group is organized into committees, each of which analyses the 
facts regarding a single comiodity and prepares a statement describing the 
situation during the past year and the probable trends of the coming year. 
The outlook is designed to bring together all available facts which will help 
producers to decide upon their olans for the year. 


The Federal outlook report is printed as a circular. Over 200,000 
copies are distributed through extension workers, crop reporters, and others, 
Copies are available to all teachers unvon reoguest. 


State Outloox Reports - Following the preparation of the Federal outlook 
report, many of the State Colleges and Extension Services prepare State out-— 
look reports bearing particularly upon conditions in their severa] localities. 
Federal men cooperate in this work and in the outlook meetings which are held 
in the States. In some instances regional outlook ccnferences are held in 
which the problems of a region are given special consideration. The Extension 
service of each State can furnish infcrmation as to the character of outlook 
reports available within that State. 


Seasonal Outlook Reports - Suppleuentary statements revising the 
annual outlook report are issued during certain periods of the year on cer- 
tain farm products. A suiia er hog:.dutloox statement Vs issued in July follow- 
ing the June Pig Survey. Stiuer reports are also iss sued on lambs, beef cattle, 
winter wheat, and powltry. These reports are distributed in Pe alee te graphea 
form by the Bureau of Agricultural Heononics and are puolished in "Grovs and 
Marixets", 


Eccnouiic Charts - Charts and maps on economic subjects to the numbers 
of many thousands are made .available.to teachers in the form of photographic 
prints, rotaprint books, and bromide enlargenents, A list of these economic 
charts, classified by agricultural subjects, is issued for the use of economic 
workers and teachers. <Any one may secure photographic prints of charts or
